St. Louis, Brownsville and Mexico Railway was wrecked to- 


night six and a half miles from Brownsville, supposedly by Mexican 
bandits, and the engineer, several passengers and three United States 
soldiers were reported killed by the bandits and in the wreck. 

A negro reached his home four miles from Brownsville and 
gave the first report of the wreck and killings. Four companies of 
United States Infantry were rushed to the scene by special trains fol- 


lowed by two troops of cavalry. 


Mexicans severed the telephone line between Brownsville and 
Villa Nueva, five miles from here, which resulted not only in delaying 
information reaching Brownsville, but also interefered with communi- 
cation with Troop B, of the Thirtieth Cavalry, on duty near the scene 


of the hold-up. 


A long trestle half a mile south of the wreck was set afire half 
an hour after the train was held up, and almost destroyed. This 
hindered the progress of the first detachment of troops which was 
sent in pursuit so that the bandits had ample time to flee into the 


brush. 


Passengers who reached here on a relief train early today said 
that the train was derailed, that Mexicans poured into the coaches 
shouting Viva Piana and commenced to shoot at the passengers. 

Pizana, the man the bandits were cheering, is the supposed 
leader of the so-called Texas revolution,” nurtured under the plan 
of San Diego, which last year contemplated the seizure of border 
States and returning them to Mexican rule.

INDICT ALLEGED SPY 
FOR PASSPORT FRAUD.

EW YORK, Oct. 18.—Franz Rin- 

telen, now held in a detention 

camp in England as an alleged 
spy for the German army, was in- 
dicted in the United States District 
Court today on a charge of engaging 
with Edward Meloy in a conspiracy to 
defraud the government in attempting 
fraudulently to obtain a passport. 

In August Rintelen and Meloy sailed 
for Holland on the steamer Nieuw 
Amsterdam. At Falmouth, Eng., both 
men were seized by the British au- 
thorities. Rintelen was held in Eng- 
land and Meloy was sent back to this 
country. Meloy was arrested on his

MASONIC TEMPLE 
IS DEDICATED.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—The new 
$2,000,000 Masonic Temple, headquar- 
ters of the Supreme Council of Scot- 
tish Rite Free Masonry for the south- 
ern jurisdiction of the United 
which is also called the Mother 
Council of the World, was dedicated 
here today with elaborate ceremonies 
and in the presence of a large as- 
semblage of distinguished Masons 
from many parts of the country. 

The stately structure fashioned 
after the famous mausoleum erected 
for King Mausolus by Queen Artemisia 
at Halicarnassuse—one of the seven 
wonders of the ancient world—is 
unique among the many magnificent 
buildings in the national capital. It 
stands in Sixteenth-street, about one 
mile from the White House in a sec- 
tion of the city, where many of the 
nation’s most celebrated public men 
have lived during their public service 
in Washington.

All they could say 
was that Miss Mott's jawbone was 
broken and that the mishap had 
robbed them, temporarily at least, of 
one of the best workers for the cause. 

Mise Mott's home is in New York, 
but she is well known here, having 
spent several months in the union 
offices, during which time she took an 
active part in the open-air meetings 
and other suffrage work. Miss Mar- 
garet Whittemore has been sent to 
Columbus to carry on the work while 
Miss Mott is recovering. 


EXCITED CHINESE

The traveling salesmen among 
whom were R. F. Daly, registered at 
the Stiliwell Hotel and A. F. Thomp- 
son stopping at the Van Nuys Hotel, 
went into the cafe and ordered some 
sandwiches and some beer. They paid 
for the beer and thought they were 
paying for the rest of the order as 
well. 

When the five left the place they 
walked by the cashier believing that 
their bill was all settled. At once the 
Chinamen in the place, about twenty in 
number, all rushed into the street and 
began to blow police whistles. Every 
patrolman in the down-town district 
took up the chase after the five luck- 
less traveling salesmen who had never 
before in their lives traveled so fast. 

As the bunch rounded the corner of 
Seventh and San Pedro streets a spec- 
ial night watchman seeing the fleeing 
five and the policemen bearing down 
in the rear, fired three shots in the air.

The rest escaped. 

They all then returned to the cafe 
where the police found out what it was 
all about.

SAFETY DEFINED 
IN FRYE NOTE. 


Chanee to Escape in a Life- 
boat not Quite Enoug 

Text of the Latest Communi- 
cation to Germany. 


No Rights Waived by A gree- 
ment to Arbitrate.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18. — Publica - 
tiem tonight of the text ot the latest 
note sent by the United States to Ger- 
Many in the case of the American 
ship William P. Frye reveals that the 
United States does not regard “an op- 
portunity to escape in a lifeboat’ as 
sufficient safety for passengers and 
crew of any American vessel destroyed 
when carrying contraband. 

In the note, which is dated October 
12, Secretary Lansing expressed satis- 
faction that Germany agreed to the 
American proposal for a joint com- 
mission of experts to fix damages for 
the loss of the Frye, sunk by the com- 
merce faider Prinz Witel Friedrich, 
and concurs in the sucgestion from 
Berlin that it is not nec to ap- 
Point an umpire in advance. 

In agreeing to submit to arbitra- 
tion differences which have arisen 
over the interpretation of the 
Sian-American tréaty of 1828, the 
United States places on record its un- 
derstanding that no rights are waived 
in the interval. Germany already has 
given assurances that, pending arbi- 
tration, American ships carrying con- 
Gitional contraband will not be mo- 
leated, but since practically every 
commodity of importante has been 
made absolute contraband, the value 
of the assurances is regarded by offi- 
clals as Comparatively small. The 
American government holds that the 
treaty of 1828 does not permit the de- 
Struction under the circumstances of 


American vessels carrying contraband 
of any character, and in ite note in- 
sists that while the arbitration pro- 
ceedings are im progress more security 
than is afforded in lifeboats should be 
given to passengers and crews on 
American vessela which the German 
naval commanders may deem it netes- 
Sary to destroy for of abso- 
lute contraband. 

“Without admitting that the Dec- 
laration of London is in force,” says 
the note, “and on the understanding 
that the requirement in article 60 of 
the declaration, that ‘before the vessel 
is destroyed all persons on board must 
be placed in safety,’ is not satisfied by 
merely giving them an opportunity to 
escape in lifeboats, the government of 
the United States is willing, pending 
the arbitral award in this case, to ac- 
cept the Declaration of London as the 
rule governing the conduct of the 
German government in relation to the 
treatment of American véssels carry- 
ing cargoes of absolute contraband.” 

In the Frye case the commander of 
the Pring Bitel Frie@rich took all 
aboard his vessel; then the Leelanaw, 
an American carrying absolute 
contraband, was destroyed, the crew 
taken aboard the submarine and 
transferred later to small boats when 
near shore. No complaint has been 
made therefore as to past treatment, 
but an effort is being made to safe- 

d the American lives in the 
uture. 

Concluding, the note says: 

“The government of the United 
States concurs in the desire of the 
imperial German government that the 
negotiations relative to the signing of 
the compromise referring this yuestion 
of treaty interpretation to arbitration 
under the provisions of article 62 of 
The Hague arbitration convention 
should be conducted between the Ger- 
man Foreign Office and the American 
Embassy in Berlin, and the govern- 
ment of the United States will be glad 
to receive the draft compromise, which 
you inform me the Foreign Office is 
prepared to submit to the American 
Ambassador in Berlin. Anticipating 
that it may be convenient for the im- 
perial German government to know 
in advance of these negotiations, the 
preference of the government of the 
United States as to the form of arbi- 
tration to be arranged for in the com- 
promise, my government desires me to 
say that it would prefer, if agreeable 
to the imperial government, that the 
arbitration should be by summary pro- 
cedure based upon the provisions of 
1 86 to 90, inclusive, of The 

ague arbitration convention, other 
than the longer form of arbitration 
before the permanent court at The 
Hague.” 


THE CZAR AT THE FRONT: 
A RUSSIAN PEN PICTURE. 


ETROGRAD (via London) Oct. 
P 18, 11:06 p.m.)—The following 
authorized description of the Em- 
Deror’s life at the front has reached 
Petrograd: 
“Headquarters has been established 
in @ small two-story house in a White 
Russia city, the name of which is 
necessarily omitted. Emperor Nicho- 
las occupies two rooms on the second 
floor—one as a bedroom and the other 
as an office. On the same floor are 
the minster of the court, Gen. Baron 
Fredericks, and palace commandant, 
Gen. Voekoff, each of whom occupies 
a single room. On the first floor are 
physician and various 
persons of his suite. The number of 
servants has been cut to the minimum. 
“Near the house, in government 
buildings and hotels, live Grand Dukes 
Cyril and Boris and Dmitri Paviovitch 
and others of the temporary court. 
“At 9 o'clock in the morning. the 
Dmperor, attired in a field uniform, 
Walks to the offices of the General 
aft accompanied by one of his offi-

Making Progress.

French and Russian Attacks 
are All Repulsed, 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A P.] 

BERLIN, Oct. 18 (via London.)— 
The Servian forces in the Macva dis- 
trict of the Save-Drina front in North- 
Western Servia, where strong resist- 
ance has been offered to the Teutonic 
invaders, are now beginning to re- 
treat, it was officially announced to- 
day by German army headquarters. 

The Teutonic advance south of Bel- 
grade continues and progress also is 
being made in the Pozarevac sector. 
Additiona! successes also are reported 
for the Bulgarians on the eastern bor- 
der of Servia. 

The text of the official etatement 
issued today by German army head- 
quarters staff follows: 

“Western theater: The trench work 
northeast of Vermelles, which projects 
far into the enemy positions, was re- 
peatedly attacked by the English 
with strong forces. All their attacks 
failed with heavy losses, and the 
trench work remained in our hands. 

“Attempts of the French to attack 
at Tahure were subdued by our fire. 

“A new enemy advance, with the 
object of precapturing lost positions 


south of trey, Was unsuccessful. It 
cost the ench, in addition to san- 
guinary losses, three officers, seven- 
teen noncommissioned officers and sev- 


enty-three chasseurs as prisoners. 

“On Schratzmannele the enemy 
could not recapture a single foot of 
ground by his attacks, notwithstand- 
ing the use of a considerable quantity 
of ammunition. 

“Yesterday German air squadrons 
attacked the fortress of Belfort. drove 
off the enemy aviators and dropped 
eight bombs on the fortress. A number 
of fires were observed to have been 
caused by the explosion. 

“Eastern theater: Field Marsha! 
Von Hindenburg, in his attack south 
of Riga, made good progres. Two 
officers and 280 other prisoners re- 
mained in our hands. 

“Russian attacks west of Jacobstadt 
were repuleed 

“West of Tllouket we captured 
enemy positions extending on a front 
of about three kilometers (1.8 miles.) 

“Further south in the region of 
Morgon repeated Russian advances 
undertaken with strong forces were re- 
pulsed with heavy losses to enemy. 
Two officers and 175 men were taken 
prisoners.

SERVIAN WOMEN 
TO JOIN ARMY. 


(RY A F. NIGHT WIRE) 

CHICAGO, Oct. 18.—John R. Pa- 
landech, Servian leader and editor, ad- 
dressing a meeting of Servians today, 
declared that an army of 250,000 Serv- 
lan men, equal in number to the 
entire regular Servian army, woul’ 
be soon on the firing line against the 
German and Austrian forces. 

“No women in the world are more 
courageous than the Servian women,” 
Mr. Palandech said, “and they are 
not going to sit at home and tee 
their fathers, husbands and brothers 
driven out of Servia. Many Servian 
women have been killed fighting at 
the front, and I have learned from 
our native land that it will be but 
a short time until the army of women 
soldiers will equal that of the men.”

CARSON'S RESIGNATION, 


The resignation of Sir Edward Car- 
son did not come as a surprise. Sir 
Edward, prior to the outbreak of the 
war, was the leader of the movement 
against home rule for Ireland, which 
for a time threatened civil war in 
Ulster county. At that time he was 
the Conservative member of Parlia- 
ment, for Dublin University, and 
gained great notoriety for his 
speeches attacking the government 
and the sympathizers of home rule 
and threatening in case the King 
signed the home rule bill to aid in 
setting up a provisional government 
in Ulster. 

He was the first to sign the cove- 
nant of resistance to home rule, and 
led the Ulsterites in the formation of 
the Ulster volunteers. 

When the present coalition govern- 
ment was formed last May Sir Ed- 
ward was given the portfolio of At- 
torney-General. Some of the Eng- 
lish newspapers expressed the view 
that this appointment was a mistake 
in view of his previous antagonism to 
the government. 

The most notable cases with which 
Sir Edward has had to deal since his 
incumbency of the Attorney-General- 
ship were the Board of Trade's in- 
quiry into the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania and the proceedings before the 
prize court for the condemnation of 
American meat cargoes, which had 
been seized by the British government 
on the ground that they were des- 
tined for Germany. 

Recently there has been unofficial 
talk in London of Sir Edward being 
at odds with other members of the 
Ministry over conscription, the Bal- 
kan situation and the Dardanelles ex- 
pedition. The Attorney-General did 
not attend any of the Cabinet meet- 
ings held recently. 

HAMILTON'S RECALL 


That all has not been going well 
with the expeditionary forces sent to 
the Gallipoli Peninsula to open the 
way to Constantinople had been ad- 
mitted not only by the official reports, 
but by intimations in high quarters 
in London. A few days ago in the 
British Parliament, Viscount Milner 
suggested the withdrawal of the 
troops from Gal poll and their trans- 


fer to some other theater of the war. 
In reply, Lord Lansdowne said it 


Was impossible for any member of the 


government to give an undertaking 
that the troops would be continued 
in the Dardanelles operations or with- 
drawn from them 

Gen. Sir Ian Hamilton, who has 
had command of the British troops 
from the time of. their firet land- 
ing on the peninsula, has in his re- 
ports to the War Office chronicled 
very heavy losses to his forces, with 
comparatively small gains. The re- 
sult of this has been to arouse dis- 
cussion as to whether operations in 
the Dardanelles were progressing in a 
Way to warrant their continuation. 

Gen. Sir lan Ha.nilton is one of the 
veteran fighters of the British army, 
having seen service in the Afghan 
war of 1878, the Boer war of 1881, 
the Nile expedition, various cam- 
paigns in Africa and the South Afri- 
can war, in which he was chief of 
staff’ to Lord Kitchener. He is 62 
years of age. 

Maj.-Gen. Charies Carmichael Mon- 
ro, who was born in 1860, Was ap- 
pointed commander of an army corps 
last January. He entered the army 
in 1879 and served with distinction in 
South Africa in 1899-1900. Later he 
commanded a division of the Terri- 
torial force. 

Maj.-Gen. William R. Birdwood, 
who temporarily takes command of 
the British forces in the Dardanelles, 
was wounded in battle last May on 
the Gallipoli front. He has a. record 
of splendid service in the Boer War, 
being mentioned several times in die- 
patches for heroism. In that war he 
suffered severe wounds.

Recognition Causes Wave of 
Joy Among His Friends, 


Act Declared a Triumph of 
the American Policy. 


“First Chief Well Fitted, 
Washington Believes.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Extension 
of recognition to the Carranza gov- 
ernment in Mexico, decided on today, 
follows nearly three years of unprece- 
dented relations between the two 
countries. When, in February, 1913. 
Francisco Madero, the legally-elected 
President, was overthrown and Gen. 
Huerta assumed the executive power, 
the United States, as well as Argen- 
tina. Brazil and Chile, refused to rec- 
ognize Huerta. Unofficial relations 
were maintained by the Washington 
government for several months, first 
through Ambassador Henry Lane Wi)- 
son and later through Nelson 
O'Shaughnessy, Charge d' Affaires. The 
charge finally was withdrawn in April, 
1914, after an ultimatum had been 
sent to Huerta which resulted in the 
occupation of Vera Crus by the 
United States navy. The American 
Embassy was in charge of the Brazil- 
lan Minister until a few months ago, 
and at present American interests in 
Mexico City are being handled by C. 
P. Parker, originally a clerk in the 
American Embassy. 


GREAT JUBILATION. 


The final decision to recognize a 

vernment in Mexico ca much 
ubllattion among the Carranza follow- 
ers here. Mr. Arredondo pointed to 
it as a triumph of Pan-American pol- 
icy. Carranza, the recipient of the 
honor, Was the first to rise in revolt 
against Huerta. He was at the time 
Governor of the State of Coahwila, 
and in accordance with a provision in 
the Mexican constitution which re- 
quires that the Governor uphold the 
constitution, the revolutionists or 
“Constitutionalistse” chose him as the 
rightful successor of Madero and the 
“depository of the executive power.” 
In Mexico, he is known today as “the 
first chief of the Constitutionalist 
army in charge of the executive pow- 
er.“ 

Gen. Carranza’s career has been a 
picturesque one in Mexican politica. 
He was born fifty-six years ago of a 
prominent family which supported Be- 
nito Juarez in the three years’ war 
and against the French invasion. He 
studied for a professional career at 
Saltillo, his home, and Mexico City, 
but was forced to abandon it on ac- 
count of poor eyesight. Later he took 
to farming. He entered politics early 
and always has been an advocate of 
local self-government. He was the 
firet municipal president of Cuatro 
Clenegas, a deputy i. the State Legis- 
lature of Coahulla, an: afterwards a 
member of the Mexican Senate from 
the same state. 

OPPOSED DIAZ. 


He opposed the Diaz regime po- 
litically and ran for Vice-President 
on the ticket with Gen. Bernardo 
Reyes against Diaz. supported 
Francisco Madero in his unsuccessful 
campaign in the election of 1910 
against Diaz. He was a member of 
Madero’s Provisional Cabinet while in 
revolution against Diaz and  after- 
ward became Provisional Governor of 
Coahuila. Later in the general elec- 
tions he was chosen by a large ma- 
jority Governor of Coahuila and began 
a system of reforms in his home 
state on taxation and land laws, in- 
troducing also a new state constitu- 
tion. 

When Carranga first took up arms 
against Huerta he called a conference 
of revolutionary @hiefs at Hacienda de 
Guadalupe, from which Was issued the 
ens plan of Guadalupe disavow- 
img the authority of Huerta and pro- 
viding for the conference in Mexico 
City of revolutionary chiefs on the 
triumph of the revolution. When 
such a conference was called after the 
overthrow of Huerta, a disagreement 
arose between Carranza and Gen. 
Villa, commander of the Division of 
the North, as to the manner of choos- 
ing delegates to it. Another conven- 
tion was held in Aguascalientes, but 
this Carranza refused to recognize, 
declaring it had been dominated by 
Villa troops who were in the city or 
near. 

For more than a year now the Villa 
and Carranza factions have been fight- 
ing each other with the Zapata ele- 
ment also in the field against Car- 
ranza, often in co-operation with the 
Villa leaders. 

Official reports show now that Car- 
ranza’s forces, led by two division 
commanders, Gen. Alvaro Obregon 
and Gen. Pablo Gonzalez, have swept 
the country, with the exception of a

municating with his government be- 
cause his official report on his Arabic 
negotiations has not yet been made 
public. 

After declaring that Dr. Dumba’s 
letter “belongs to the most sensational 
written revelations in this all-too-sen- 
sational war,” Dr. Bernhard says: 

“These reports of the Ambassador 
throw a new, most suspicious light on 
the neutrality of the United States.” 

After lengthy speculation as to 
whether Count von Bernstorff's mes- 
sages are being held up, as Dr. Dum- 
bas are alleged to have been, the 
writter declares: 

“It appears to be urgently 
to secure an-explanation as to how 
America is fulfilling toward the Ger- 
man Ambassador the obligations pre- 
scribed by international law.” 

Count von Reventiow devotes 
column in the Tages Zeitung to the 
American naval programme for the 
coming five years and says:

Bank Examiner Reeves Testifies at 
the Trial of C. B. Munday, Charged 


With Conspiracy. 
[BY A r. NIGHT WIRE) 

MORRIS (u.) Oct. 18:.—Owen T. 
Reeves, president of the Drovers’ Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago and formerly 
@ national bank examiner, testified 
today at the trial for conspiracy of C. 
B. Munday vice-president of the 
defunct La Salle Street Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank. 

Reeves stated that on his frst 
eXamination of the Munday bank 
when it was a national institution, 
early in January, 1912, he found the 
loans to the directors far too large for 
any bank. Sixty per cent., he said, 
had been lent to President William 
Lorimer and Vice-President Munday 
and Huttig and their concerns. Of 
the $800,000 In loans the witness sald, 
Mun and Lorimer had borrowed 
about $400,000, Lorimer getting about 
$150,000 of this sum He said Hut- 
tig had borrowed about $130,000 for 
his enterprises.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—The suit 
begun today against the United Shoe 
Machinery Company the third ac- 
tion against that co by the trust- 
prosecuting end of the Department of 
Justice in the last few years. Civil 
suit to dissolve the concern under 
the Sherman law now is pending in 
the Supreme Court, and suit under 
the criminal provisions of the same 
statute stil] is pending against some of 
the officers and directors.

FOR REGULATION 
OF ALL UTILITIES. 
CHARTER-MAKERS RETAIN PRES- 


ENT POWERS OF 
CONTROL. 


The present charter provisions rela- 
tive to the powers of the Board of 
Public Utilities were readopted by the 
Board of Freeholders last night, with 
the exception that the powers are 
given to a single “Director of Fran- 
chises and Regulations.” .The ques- 


ways or subways was settled by the 
adoption of a provision which will 
permit no underground or elevated 
road franchises longitudinally through 
the streets in the district bounded by 
Main street, Washington street, Hill 
street and Sunset boulevard. In the 
outside district, no elevated railway 
franchise is to be granted through a 
street where a majority of the prop- 
erty owners protest.

THINK WHAT BALM wobl BE 
TO WAR VICTIMS, SAYS 
CLUB LEADER. 


The smoke of a thousand dreame 
which last Friday curled from a bon- 
fire of $25,000 worth of drugs cere- 
moniously presided over by State 
Pharmacy Board officials has been 
the signal for a virile, pulsating pro- 
test against wanton destructiveness 
voiced by one of Los Angeles leading 
clubwomen, Mrs. M. E. Johnson. 

A year’s seizures in raids of drug 
Inspectors, the burning of this oplum 
and morphine and derivatives was 
celebrated as a tribute to the activities 
of the State officials. 

“But think for a moment of the 
multitude of wounded on the battle- 
fields of Europe; what a surcease 
pain we could have granted them; 
what tortures could have been as- 
suaged had the State officials stopped 


kor a moment and considered the send- 
ing of these drugs to the war hospi- 


tals, instead of having the satisfaction 
of a public fire of destruction,” said 
Mrs. Johnson. 

“Drugs are the crying need among 
the humanitarians, who are working 
in the field hospitals. The makings of 
this bonfire would have been one of 
the most acceptable gifts California 
could have given in relief work. 

“If we clubwomen have any power, 
there will be no more such destruc- 
tive fires, for we will combat in the 
court by Injunction the repetition of 
such a crime against humanity.” 

Mrs. Johnson, calling upon several 
judges and attorneys, was unable to 
learn of any State laws which provide 
for the destruction of confiscated 


drugs. 

“If there are any such laws we 
have them amended,” she said. 
at least the clubwomen of California 
should gee that a law be enacted, if 
possible, by amendment at the next 
State election, providing that such 
seizures may be disposed of for hu- 
manitarian purposes.”

England will yield to the position taken 
by the United States. She may argue, ex- 
plain, justify, for such are the antics of 
diplomacy. But England kndws the United 
States is rightfully insisting upon inalien- 
able prerogatives in demanding the free 
dom of the seas for neutral countries. 
England knows that international law is 
not a dead letter with us—Germany’s mag- 
nanimous capitulation in the Arabic case 
has vitalized international law, strength- 
ened it more than all arguments of jurists 
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toward two

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congratulate themselves. We have held a 
true and honorable course between Scylla 
and Charybdis. Immutable neutrality has 
been the watchword of our government, and 


as well, there are 
hopes and renewed 
optimism among the people of the United 
States. 


The tormenting and baffling Mexican sit- 
uation has resolved itself into what is the 
most promising condition since the assas- 
sination of Madero; and has brought the 
United States into the closest and most 
agreeable friendship ever established with 
the other Latin-American republics. With 
their advice and co-operation, official rec 
ognition hag at last been given Carranza, 
and in return he has made such assurances 
as have not been heard from that distressed 
country since anarchy laid a blasting hand 
upon it.

Ours is the only massive 
nation not embroiled in any manner of 
quarrel at a time when there is no first- 
power nation at peace and but few lesser 
nations are unthreatened or not fighting. 


And not only are our relations felicitous 
with other countries, but an internal 
awakening is manifest throughout this land. 
Statesmen of all parties have had their 
eyes opened, they have seen a great light— 
a great light illuminating many subjects. 

One of the most important Jevelopments 
is the new attitude toward a protective 
tariff. Even the present administration, 
elected to office for the avowed purpose of 


destroying the tariff, has on the eve of a

halted development and jarred the eco 
nomic structure like a temblor shaking a 
city. But all parties appear convinced that 
the tariff wall is essential as a national 
policy; and with the conversion of the 
Jeffersonian ‘Democracy the hour ap- 
proaches wuen tariff! problems will be taken 
altogether from politics and given into the 
keeping of some commission quelified to 
adjust and regulate provisions for the best 
interests of the nation. 


Remains still another important and 
newly-developed attitude upon which the 
United States can congratulate itself. From 
coast to coast, north, south, east and west, 
the people have come to the realization that 
our military Impotency amounts to criminal 
negligence. we, the wealthiest nation on 
earth, are the weakest, pay the least for 
peace insurance, could offer the least oppo- 
sition of any great nation to an unscru- 
pulous invader who chose to manufacture a 
pretext for war. The origins of the 
European war have shown that treaties are 
scraps of paper, mere conventional ex- 
pressions of good intentions, and that war 
may involve a group of nations even when 
each and every one protests fervidly and 
denies any responsibility. 

The United States is a peaceful nation, 
and is determined to maintain peace. All 
of our political partes have committed 
themselves to an increase in the army and 
navy, an insrease that will be adequate for 
the protection of American lives and prop- 
erty. 

Such 18 a cursory review of Uncle Sam's 
relations at home and abroad in the most 
embroiling and maddening period of mod- 
ern times. And as a people we have solemn 
reasons for thankiulness, and also for sor- 
rows and regrets, since our pres“ ce is only 
heightened at the expense of a world of 
anguish and horrors. , 


ENATOR BORAH’S VIEWS.

Senator Borah said that “the duty was 
taken off sugar because it was argued that 
the public would be benefited from an in- 
flux of the foreign product. The move to 
repeal the provision of the Underwood 
tariff! which places sugar on the free list 
and would result in a loss of $60,000,000, 
revenue, as a necessary tax at this time, 
confirms the argument that it was not a 
burden on the consumer in the first place.” 
A good point well made, Senator! 

Senator Borah said in relation to Mr.

United States. But the opening ot the new 
West and the rise of the sectional quarrel 
over slavery distracted the attention of 
Congress from maritime affairs, and made 
unjust legislation possidle. In an evil hour 
the agricultural South and a portion of the 
agricultural West, jealous of the success of 
shipbuilding and navigation, joined to legis- 
late against thia historic interest. 

Meanwhile, the British and the other 
European governments had begun to apply 
the policy of national subsidies to the en- 
couragement of new lines of ocean steam- 
ships. For a time, on the recommendation 
of Democratic Presidents and by a vote 
of Democratic Congresses we pursued the 
same policy of subsidy to American ocean 
mail lines. In the building and 
of steamships, Americans quickly proved 
as adept as in sail ships, and from 1850 
for several years onward the swiftest and 
best steamships on the trans-Atlantic trade 
routes flew the American flag. 

But because of pressure from the South 
and West, coupled with a sectional effort 
to reduce and cripple the United States 
navy, the mail subsidies were taken away 
from the successful American steamships 
between 1856 and 1858. At the same time 
Great Britain, realizing her opportunity, 
increased her subsidies to British lines, and 
gradually the American steamships were 
driven from the ocean. 

This was under a Democratic administra- 
tion of national affairs; it was under a 
Democratic policy of tariff for revenue 
only. In the year 1865 the very large 
amount of 583,000 tons of shipping had 
built in the United States. This fell off 
in @ rapid and startling way, to 469,000 
tons in 1856, to 378,000 tons in 1857, to 
244,000 s in 1858 and to 156,000 tons in 
1859—the ‘sharpest rate of decrease in our 
history. Democratic attack upon our ship- 
ping industry was responsible for it. 

There followed ip 1861 the war, and then 
the depredations | of Anglo-Confederate 
cruisers, but the memorable fact is that. the 
decline in American shipbuilding and over- 
seas navigation had set in before the Civil 
War began, and as a direct result of the 
complete destruction of the earlier policy 
of national protection and encouragement. 
FOES OF OUR SHIPPING INDUSTRY. 

For reasons which I prefer not to dis-

enemy.. I regard the administration 
scheme for government ownership and op- 
eration of ocean ships as flagrantly un- 
sound as an economic policy, and a grave 
menace to what temains of our oce n ship- 
I shall oppose it to the ut- 
most, and I am sure that most of my fel- 
low Senators will do the same. What is 
more, I shall offer what I regard as a 
sound and practical alternative. 
FAVORS A SUBSIDY | 


There will de no need of and no justifi- 
cation for government ownership if the 
United States government will do for 
privateowned ships what it is proposed 
that it shall do for government-owned ships, 
and that is to make it possible for Amer- 
ican ships to meet in fair and equal com- 
petition the wages and subsidies of foreign 
lands. I believe that a subvention, subsidy 
or compensation should be granted from 
the Federal treasury to every American 
shipowner who operates a vessel in over. 
seas trade, so that he can pay American 
wages, furnish proper American food, meet 
foreign subsidies, and bounties where such 
exist, and have an even chance with his 
European or Japanese competitors. 

As a return for such a subvention, the 
American shipowner should provide a ves- 
sel capable of rendering auxiliary service 
in war, and should be willing to place his 
ship, when needed, at the service of the 
government. Such a policy as this, of rea- 
sonable aid to American skill and enter 
prise, will create ten, twenty or thirty ships 
where inexperienced government ownership 
would provide one. It will be in accord 
with the tried and approved practice of 
the maritime world, and, if properly ex- 
plained and understood I believe it will 
be upheld dy a decisive majority of my fel- 
low countrymen.

Absolutely swamped 
by the sudden attack, the officials of 
the Land Office set a day for the hear- 
ing and shooed the combative claim- 
ants out of the building. 

MATTER OF SECONDS.

AMERICAN PUSH OPENS es 
GERMAN PRISON GATES’ 


FTER successfully using Amerit- 
can methods and push to free 
his brother from German cap- 

tors in France, Ernest C. Akers- 
Barber, a naturalized Englishman, 
who has become thoroughly American 
im every respect with the exception of 
a pleasing British accent, returned to 
Los Angeles yesterday. A residence 
of thirty years in the United States 
makes life in England unsatisfactory 
and he expressed extreme pleasure at 
being back in Southern California. 
Mr. Barber owns a country place, 
“The Priory,” at King’s Langley, 
Harts, England. During his recent 
visit to the old home place he had 
the pleasure of sleeping in the room 
which he occupied as a boy. He 
spent last winter in Los Angeles with 
his headquarters at the Clark. 

“My brother, who was a soldier in 

the British army, was captured in 

France by the Germans.“ Mr. Barber 

said last evening at the Clark. Se- 

eral of my other neaf relatives had 
been captured or killed in the war 
and there was no one to look after 


his interests. He was seriously 
2 at the time he was cap- 
u 


“In the natural course of events my 
brother probably would have re- 
mained in the hands of the Ger- 
mans until the close of the war. As 
soon as I arrived in England I began 
using American methods to get re- 
sults. I conferred with the member 
of Parliament from our district and 
took up my task in a systematic way 
just as they do things here in the 
United States. By persistent effort I 
managed to get the War Department 
interested and my brother finally was 
exchanged for a German prisoner and 
is now at home. He is too badly 
wounded to return to the ranks.” 

While Mr. Barber was engaged in 
his interesting important under- 
taking he had af opportunity to make 
comparisons betweer life in England 
and his adopted country. He says 
England suffers by com . 

“I discovered that a long residence 
in America unfits one to live in Eng- 


land,” Mr. Barber continued. “The 
people over here live so much more 
comfortably than they do abroad. 
Personal accommodations are 80 
much more pleasant and comfortable 
than in London. 

“I am convinced that the average 
Englishman is not sccustomed to en- 
joy the comforts and pleasures of life 
to the extreme. At our old country 
place I noticed the lack of modern 
bathrooms: and hot water accommo- 
dations and the drafts in the big 
house greatly disturbed me. I sur- 

rised the attendants in a London 

otel because I took a bath at 5 
o'clock in, the afternoon. I return 
fully impressed that there ts no place 
like Los Angeles.”
